later that it’s all just to crank up 
the pressure.

Foli¬ 
age reports show leaf colour 
has started showing up in the 
Great North Woods, White 
Mountains and Lakes regions, 
and the state just released a 
foliage tracker to help visitors 
find the best spots. The state’s 
tourism division has also start¬ 
ed a new campaign this year, 
“live Free and...” The fill-in-the- 
blank play on the state motto, 
“live Free or Die,” suggests 
that there are many possibil¬ 
ities when it comes to explor¬ 
ing New Hampshire. Here are 
a few suggestions to enjoy the 
beautiful foliage, waterways 
and mountains in the state at

The scenic route 

The 34.5-mile (55.5-lcilometre) east-west 
drive on the Kancamagus Highway (State 
Route 112) winds through the White 
Mountains between the towns of Lincoln 
and Conway. There are no restaurants, gas 
stations or other amenities; the emphasis is 
on the stunning natural beauty surround¬ 
ing you. Visitors can seek out hiking trails, 
campgrounds and waterfalls. Some areas, 
such as the Rocky Gorge, were damaged 
during Tropical Storm Irene, but have since 
been restored. Bursts of colour are already 
showing, but the maple, birch and beech 
trees are at their peak usually in the first 
and second weeks of October. Details at 
visitnh.gov or kancamagushighway.com. 


Camping out 

Day use and camping fees are not charged at 26 
camping sites, trailheads, ponds and picnic areas 
in the White Mountain National Forest. This is 
for the adventurous type who wants to backpack 
in and camp off the trail or at a baclccountry shel¬ 
ter or tent platform in undeveloped or wilder¬ 
ness areas. Other free activities include hiking, 
biking and scenic drives. The trails, some of them 
heading up a few of the 4,000-foot (1,200-metre) 
mountains, offer varying degrees of difficulty. For 
more free opportunities, information and baclc- 
countiy rules visit fs.usda.gov/whitemountain. 




Moose watching 

There’s still a good chance to view a 
moose in New Hampshire’s north country 
through mid-October. Some compan¬ 
ies offer moose-watching tours, but the 
intrepid traveller can set out at dusk on 
Route 3 in Pittsburg, Route 16 in Errol 
and other roads to try to spot one. Moose 
are unpredictable, so it’s common to see 
the “Brake for Moose” signs up north.

City releases top-10

The city has released a 
rogues’ gallery of the worst 
intersections in Edmonton. 

Several new informa¬ 
tion pamphlets will now be 
available at police stations 
with information about the 
worst spots. 

According to the data, 
Yellowhead Trail and 127 
Street was the most fre¬ 
quent spot for collisions 
with 75 last year, followed 
closely by 107 Avenue and 
142 Street. 

The High Level Bridge 
is also a frequent place for 
rubbed bumpers with 63, as 
is the Whitemud between 
Terwillegar and 122 Street. 

Chris Neuman with the 
city’s office of traffic safety 
said the worst intersections 


are not surprisingly the 
heavily travelled routes, but 
even when the city looks at 
the collisions compared to 
the amount of traffic, major 
routes are the worst. 

“Most of the high colli¬ 
sion rate intersections are 
still major arterial intersec¬ 
tions along the major cor¬ 
ridors in Edmonton,” Neu¬ 
man said. 

Neuman added the city 
uses the data to either edu¬ 
cate people through more 
signs and better markings, 
to target enforcement or to 
re-engineer problem inter¬ 
sections.

Popular websites 
are sharing your 
personal info: 
Watchdog 

Some leading Canadian 
websites are passing 
users’ personal informa¬ 
tion to third-party sites 
such as advertising firms, 
says the federal privacy 
watchdog. 

The information 
includes names, email ad¬ 
dresses and postal codes 
— apparently without 
consent and possibly in 
violation of federal pri¬ 
vacy law, privacy commis¬ 
sioner Jennifer Stoddart 
said Tuesday. 

Research turned up 
concerns with about a 
quarter of the 25 shop¬ 
ping, travel and media 
sites tested.

Saved. Fire at a 
PotashCorp mine in 
Saskatchewan forced 
workers to seek shelter 
in refuge stations 


After spending a day trapped 
underground by a fire at a 
Saskatchewan potash mine, 
electrician Darwyn Wirth 
knew exactly what he want¬ 
ed to do. 

“I think I’m going to go 
and have a cold beer,” he 
told reporters shortly after 
he and 19 of his colleagues 
were brought safely back to 
the surface. 

The blaze broke out at 
about 2 a.m. Tuesday when 
a large wooden cable spool 
started burning at Potash¬ 
Corp’s Rocanville mine, 
about 244 kilometres east of 
Regina. 

There was no panic, said 
the miners, who immedi¬ 
ately headed to four separ¬ 
ate refuge stations scattered 
throughout the facility. 

“We have an alarm system 
with loud bells and flashing 
red lights, and you immedi¬ 
ately go to a refuge station 
and call the control room so 
they know where you are,” 


said Wirth. 

It took about 10 hours 
to extinguish the fire, but it 
took several more hours for 
crews to determine it was 
safe to bring the workers up. 

“It’s a matter of cooling 
the area down and ventilat¬ 
ing the air,” said Bill Cooper, 
spokesperson for Potash¬ 
Corp. 

“There’s kilometres of 
tunnels underground and 
just the way the ventilation 
system works, it’s got to clear 
all that out. The air quality’s 
got to be at a point where it’s 
safe to take people to the sur¬ 
face.” 

So the miners sat and 
waited at the refuge stations. 

The rooms are comfort- 


The Rocanville mine is about 
a kilometre below ground, 
and tunnels from the main 
shaft spread out horizontally 
for about 16 kilometres. But 
Rocanville is not the first Sas¬ 
katchewan fire emergency.

able, though not really posh. 

“There’s no place to 
sleep,” said Wirth, who 
laughed when told another 
group had passed the time by 
playing cards. 

“We didn’t have a deck of 
cards. We really would have 
liked a deck of cards.” 

Twenty-nine men were 
trapped but nine of them 
were brought up earlier. 

There are four mine res¬ 
cue teams at Rocanville, each 
with five people. 

“As you can imagine ... 
there are a few more chal¬ 
lenges than, let’s say, a house 
fire. So it’s a bit of a slower 
process and a more deliber¬ 
ate process,” said Cooper.

A majority of Canadians sur¬ 
veyed by the Bank of Montreal 
say they shop to cheer them¬ 
selves up and mood-lifting im¬ 
pulse purchases cost Canadians 
$3,720 annually. 

The Bank of Montreal poll 
found that 59 per cent of those 


surveyed did impulse shopping 
and bought items like clothes 
and shoes and also treated 
themselves to eating out. 

“We’re really struggling 
to save money on a monthly 
basis,” said Janet Peddigrew, 
district vice-president of mid- 
western Ontario at BMO. 

Consumers have been 
spending more than they’ve 
been saving over the last 10 
years, which is cause for con¬ 
cern, Peddigrew said. 

“Those who answered the 
survey, the majority, said they

would do it to cheer themselves 
up,” she said. 

The survey found that 60 per 
cent of Canadians did this kind

On average, that 
amounts to $310 a month be¬ 
ing spent on items that are 
wanted but not needed. 

Those surveyed believed 
they could save two-thirds of 
that amount if they made an ef¬ 
fort to limit impulse spending, 
the bank said. 

The online survey was con¬ 
ducted by Pollara and inter¬ 
viewed 1,000 adults between 
Aug. 31 and Sept. 5.

U.S. consumer confidence 
jumped this month to 
the highest level since 
February, bolstered by a 
brighter hiring outlook. 

The Conference Board 
said Tuesday that its 
consumer confidence 
index rose to 70.3. That’s 
up from 61.3 in August, 
which was revised higher. 
And it’s the highest 
reading since February, 
when the economy added 
259,000 jobs. 


The indicator is 
watched closely because 
consumer spending drives 
nearly 70 per cent of 
economic activity. The 
reading is still below 90, 
a level that indicates a 
healthy economy. Since 
the beginning of the year, 
the index has fluctuated 
sharply.

Martin Short first worked 
with Tim Burton in 1996’s 
Mars Attacks! Given Burton’s 
penchant for familiar faces 
— or voices — it’s no surprise 
Short is back for Franken¬ 
weenie, voicing three very 
different characters in the 
stop-motion animation fea¬ 
ture. 

Martin says it’s always 
nice to be asked back — as 
long as the director is any 
good at what they do. 

How is it being a part of 
Tim Burton’s troupe, having 
a director say, ‘I want you 
back?’ 

Well, obviously if the direc¬ 
tor is horrible you say, ‘Who 
cares?’ But in Tim’s case, 
you’re honored, you’re com¬ 
plimented. And we did really 
like each other. We like each 
other a lot. 

You don’t hear a lot of bad 
things about Tim. 

Because of his position of 
power and his reputation of 
creativity, he would there¬ 
fore be allowed to pull off 
being moody one day on the 
set. I once worked with a guy 
when I was early on, and he 
was fabulous for about two 
weeks and then one day I 
walked by and said hi and he 
just kept walking. His assist¬ 
ant came over and said, ‘Oh, 
his therapist said he doesn’t 
have to say hello if he 
doesn’t need to.’ Tim could 
be that guy, but I always see 
him, especially in a work 
situation, in a joyful, joyful 
state of mind. He’s happy to 
be there. 



But behind all-black cloth¬ 
ing and sunglasses and the 
hair. 

Well, that’s his hair. And I 
think that he just likes black 
jackets. 

You voice three characters in 
this film, but your primary 
character — Victor’s father 
— is pretty normal as far as 
characters go. Is that odd 
for you? 

I think if that were the 
only voice I was doing, I 
might — I would’ve done it 
anyway because it’s Tim, I 
love Tim — but if it were not 
Tim, you kind of go, ‘Well 
I don’t know why you need 
me for this.’ But I’ve always 
made sure in my specials 
over the years that there was 
one scene where I played 
myself to give the audience 
an understanding of that’s 
who he is and these are the 
offshoots. 

How often during these 
press junkets are you 



reminded of your own 
celebrity interviewer 
character, Jiminy Glick? 

Well you know, the miscon¬ 
ception of Jiminy was that he 
was satirizing you guys, 
and he wasn’t at all. He 
was satirizing morons 
with power. He could’ve 
been a congressman. 

We do see this all the 
time, and Washington 
is filled with these 
people, you know? They 
have staffs that are 
happy to get the 
job, just gradu¬ 
ated from Yale 
and scared on 
the first day of 
work — and 
this is the guy 
they’re scared 
of. So that’s 
what struck 
me as funny. 

It wasn’t about 
interviews. 

Which of your char¬ 
acters do people 
ask you to reprise 


the most often? 

It’s very weird. I remember 
I was doing a Broadway 
show a few years ago, Fame 
Becomes Me, and I would 
leave the stage door, 
and there are people 
with things for 
you to sign, you’re 
signing things, 
and people call 
out a line. ‘I want 
my pudding!’ or 
something. 
And you 
get in the 
car and 
you go, 
‘What 
was that 
from?” 
And then 
you go 
to bed 
and about 
two in the 
morning — 
‘Oh, that’s 
that spe¬ 
cial I did 
in ’87!’ 

I think 


particularly in comedy and 
particularly with my stuff, if 
one finds it funny, because 
it’s not known — like Two 
and a Half Men type of 
knowledge — you feel like 
you own it yourself, it’s your 
thing. 

I mean, obviously people 
will talk about Franc, they’ll 
talk about Jiminy, they’ll talk 
about Ed Grimly or Jackie 
Rogers Jr. 

You know, they’ll talk 
about these characters that 
have been around for a 
while. But sometimes they’ll 
go obscure. I did an episode 
of Arrested Development, 
and people come up and talk 
about Uncle Jack. 

Is Uncle Jack showing up 
again in the relaunch of the 
show? 

You know, I had dinner with 
Mitch Hurwitz about a year 
and a half ago and he said, 
‘We’ve got to get Uncle Jack 
back,’ but no one’s sent the 
script. Let’s put it that way. 
But I loved that guy.

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Twenty years ago, actor An¬ 
drew McCarthy read a book 
about walking the Camino 
de Santiago, the ancient pil¬ 
grimage route in Spain, and 
it inspired him to walk the 
Camino himself. 

McCarthy, whose best- 
known films include his 
work as part of Hollywood’s 
Brat Pack in Pretty in Pink 
and St. Elmo’s Fire, is now an 
acclaimed travel writer for 
major magazines (he admits 
that he’s lucky to have “the 
two best jobs in the world”: 
an actor and a writer). And 
he’s just written his own 
book about travel called The 
Longest Way Home: One 
Man’s Quest for the Courage 
to Settle Down. McCarthy is 
married with two children. 


Are your children good 
travellers? 

Everything to them is an 
adventure. My kids love 
the plane. They love going 
through security. I mean, 
there are very few melt¬ 
downs when we travel and 
most of them are mine. I 
took my son to the Sahara 
when I was doing a story and 
he had an incredible experi¬ 
ence in the Sahara. We had 
a 12-hour car ride through 
the wilds of Morocco and at 
home if we were in the car 
for more than 20 minutes, he 
would’ve had an issue. 

Any place you don’t like? 

Very rarely do I get to a spot 


where I’m like, This is awful.’ 
It’s usually me that’s awful 
in the spot and then when 
I have something to eat usu¬ 
ally, or maybe a nap, I come 
back. I find anywhere in¬ 
teresting. ... You know I was 
recently in Sudan and I found 
that endless and fascinat¬ 
ing. I would love to go back. 
I’ve been to a lot of places, I 
was in Mozambique recently 
and it was just ravaged parts 
of it and I found it fascinat¬ 
ing. 

Do you plan for trips? 

I like to know what story I’m 
planning to write before I go 
and then invariably it chan¬ 
ges. I find, like with anything, 
it’s like with acting, the more 


prepared you are, the more 
you can throw that out the 
window with surprises to 
happen. When I’m just on my 
own, I just go. I just show up 
without a reservation. I just 
arrive and figure it out. I like 
that. 

How did you start writing 
about travel? 

It started because I met the 
editor at National Geographic 
Traveler and I convinced him 
after much cajoling to let me 
write a piece for them. (Later,) 
I started writing for the Atlan¬ 
tic, the Times and numerous 
things and nobody really put 
together that it was the actor 
Andrew McCarthy writing.

Annapolis Valley, N.S. 

Sheltered from the icy winds 
off the Bay of Fundy by the 
South Mountain, Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Annapolis Valley enjoys 
a longer autumn than almost 
anywhere else in the Mari¬ 
time s. 

Earthy harvest smells 
perfume the air as visitors 
journey past apple orchards 
and dairy farms to the Avon 
Valley Golf and Country 
Club, about an hour’s drive 
west from Halifax. The tiny 



greens of this hilly course, 
near the town of Falmouth, 
demand surgically precise 
approach shots. 

Charlevoix, Que. 

Spectacularly situated on 
cliffs overlooking the mighty 
St. Lawrence River, the Fair¬ 
mont Le Manoir Richelieu 
Golf Club is one of the jewels 
of Quebec’s popular Charle¬ 
voix tourist region, east of 
Quebec City. 

Canadian Shield outcrop¬ 
pings, pristine lakes, ver¬ 
dant Laurentian valleys and 
evergreen forests define 
Charlevoix’s astonishingly 
diverse landscape, which is 
at its most beautiful in au¬ 
tumn. The region is also a 
renowned culinary destina¬ 
tion, with farms, restaurants

Autumn colour buffs annu¬ 
ally flock to Sault Ste. Marie 
for the Agawa Canyon Train 
Tour, an unforgettable jour¬ 
ney past foaming rivers and 
spring-fed lakes deep into a 
northern wilderness turned 
crimson and yellow. 

But golfers can enjoy 


similar scenery right in the 
city of 75,000 at the aptly 
named Crimson Ridge Golf 
Club. Designed by local son 
Kevin Holmes, the 10-year- 
old layout includes mature 
forests, a waterfall and num¬ 
erous elevation changes.

We asked travel experts to 
share their top Canadian des¬ 


tinations for the fall. 

LOOK FOR BEARS, 

BIRDS AND WHALES 

“On the B.C. West Coast it’s 
bear and whale season and 
there are lots of lodges up in 


the Great Bear Rainforest,” 
said Jane Burgess, the Van¬ 
couver-based brand content 
manager for the Canadian 
Tourism Commission. “This 
is the time when many 
whales follow migratory pat¬ 
terns. September/October is a 
fantastic time to see whales 
especially on the West Coast.” 

In Quebec’s Gaspe re¬ 
gion, Perce Rock is another 
must-see, adds Michele Spon- 
agle, the Paris, Ont.-based 
president of the Travel Media 
Association of Canada. “Take 
a ferry to the island and hike 
through the autumn col¬ 
ours,” Sponagle said. 

“Or you can do a 
75-minute boat trip and see 
many whales there — blue, 
humpback, minlce. Although 
the hike is worth it because 
you arrive at the second- 
largest ganite colony in the 
world with 110,000 nesting 
ganite (seabirds) on a rock.” 

TASTE PRODUCE 
IN WOLFVILLE, N.S. 

“It’s harvest time there so 
there are even places to do 
apple tastings,” Sponagle 
said. “For apples, they de¬ 
velop varietals there — they 
came up with the honey 
crisp.” 

Traditionally a university 
town, Wolfville is also Can¬ 
ada’s newest wine region, 
said Sponagle, who recom¬ 
mends visiting Luckett Vine¬ 
yards. “This winery is actual¬ 
ly owned by a British guy and 
it’s got a British phone box in 
the middle of his vineyard, so 
you can make long-distance 
calls from it anytime.” 

BIKE IN ONTARIO’S 
COTTAGE COUNTRY 

While Ontario’s Muskolca 
region is a cottage magnet 
in the summer, there is still 
time in the fall to take ad¬ 
vantage of what this region 
offers — namely rich foliage 


and gorgeous views. 

“While some operators 
are shutting down for the 
season at the end of October 
there’s still time to get out 
on a bike or in a car and see 
them,” Burgess said. 

VISIT CANADA’S DESERT 

“Osoyoos, B.C., has Canada’s 


only desert and the weather 
is always fantastic, even in 
the fall. In fact, fall’s even 
better,” Sponagle said. She 
suggests visiting the Desert 
cultural centre to learn about 
the region and stopping by 
an Aboriginal-run winery. 
“It’s an amazing place to go 
in fall,” Sponagle said.

Consulting resume content 

As an applicant, you need to 
focus on the following: 

• Showcasing your excel¬ 
lent communication skills 
that were developed through 
school and work related ex¬ 
periences (e.g., class presenta¬ 
tions, proposal writing etc.,) 

• Consistently communi¬ 
cating your personal brand 
throughout your resume. In 
other words, after someone 
reads your resume, what do 
you want them to remem¬ 
ber? (e.g., Jessica displays 
really great leadership and 
communication skills that 
she must have developed 
throughout...) 

Describe your 
accomplishments 

The structure of your resume 
should be focused on describ¬ 
ing your strengths and dem¬ 
onstrating how you provided 
insights and delivered tan¬ 


gible solutions to work and/ 
or school related problems. 
You should take every pos¬ 
sible opportunity to assign 
some numerical value to the 
work you accomplished. For 
example: 

• You constructed a sales-fo- 
cused website for Client X to 
homogenize their online and 
offline presence, resulting 
in an increase of 10,000 hits 
over the course of one month. 

When discussing your 
work and extracurricular ex¬ 
perience, make certain you 
emphasize positions that 
highlight your leadership, 
people skills, communication 
skills and problem-solving 
abilities. 

Consulting firms are look¬ 
ing for well-rounded, intelli¬ 
gent and driven students who 
excel both inside and outside 
of the classroom, so it’s a 
great idea to pull in examples 
from as many relevant activ¬ 
ities as possible. 

Leadership and people skills 

Consulting is about working 


with people to solve complex 
problems, and firms want 
to know you can handle the 
tough interpersonal situa¬ 
tions that arise in high-stress 
environments. 

Provide examples of your 
exemplary leadership skills 
that have steered a team head¬ 
ed for failure to a successful 
outcome. Leaders must com¬ 
municate and relate to their 
peers, so be sure to mention 
that your ‘big win’ was not 
only a result of your strategic 
insights, but a harmonious 
mixture of your communica¬ 
tion and interpersonal skills 
that delivered an enticing, 
well-received message.

I graduated in the fall of 2010 
with my degree in business.

I took all the 
classes necessary to complete 
the first step to become a 
C.H.R.P. I had also volun¬ 
teered in my university’s 
career centre to gain some 
experience with resumes 
and interviewing. The same 
month of my graduation, I 
took the National Knowledge 
Exam. I passed the test and 
became a C.H.R.P. candidate. 

I thought I had taken all the 
right steps to gain entry into 
the human resources field. I 
began looking for jobs before 
I graduated and managed to 
gain a interview. I didn’t get 
the job, but I kept on trying. 

I applied to jobs constantly, 
but I didn’t hear back from 
most. I had a phone interview 
or an initial interview here 
and there, but I never heard 
back from them or they told 
me that someone else more 
qualified got the job. After a 
year and a half of not getting 
anywhere, the local Human 
Resources Professionals 
Associations (HRPA) chapter 
was offering a mentoring 
program. I quickly signed up 
to be a mentoree and I was 
assigned a mentor. I spent the 
next three months learning 
as much as I could about en¬ 
tering the field of HR and the 
field itself from my mentor. 
Since my last meeting and 
making the improvements to 
my resume and cover letter, 

I have had three interviews. 
Once again, I didn’t hear back 
from them or I wasn’t quali¬ 


fied enough. I am trying my 
hardest to become qualified 
but it is hard when no one 
gives you a chance. 

Where I am now 

I am currently working as a 
full-time supervisor for the 
employer I worked for in 
university. I am still looking 
to enter the field of human 
resources. I regularly look on 
the job boards for positions 
in human resources that 
I qualify for. I am trying 
to maintain my Iinlcedln 
profile. I keep in touch with 
my mentor. 

My advice for employers, 
career centres and schools 

My recommendations for 
employers would be that 
if you see that someone is 
taking the steps to enter a 
career path, see it as an op¬ 
portunity to help them grow 
their career in your company. 
If a person is going through 
so much to gain entry into 
the field, they will want to 
learn from you and they will 
give you their loyalty. If you 
are not sure if they will stay 
with your company after 
you train them, you can look 
at their past employment 
experiences or you can ask 
them what their future ambi¬ 
tions are. If you don’t give 
someone a chance, they can’t 
prove anything to you. My 
recommendations for schools 
would be in the final year of 
all programs, there should 
be a mandatory class where 
students will learn exactly 
what to expect in the job 
market and how to improve 
their chances. It can be a 
class that goes over cover let¬ 
ters, resumes, social media, 
job boards, networking, and 
anything that can be helpful 
to gain employment.

The NHL’s collective bargaining 
talks are set to resume after a 
two-week hiatus and all of the 
issues are open for discussion.

The officials said they 
did, but the Packers insisted 
Jennings had clear possession 
for a game-ending intercep¬ 
tion.

We were Cold War babies who 
came of age in the time of 
Woodstock, many bom into 
military families, others the 
friends of military children. 

Growing up military then, 
as now, meant times of periodic 
personal upheaval, as families 
were posted from one encamp¬ 
ment to another, often clear 
across the country and some¬ 
times overseas. 

The lads frequently had 
to say good-bye to established 
friends, then make new ones in 
unfamiliar places. Occasionally 
we’d meet old friends in our 
new surroundings. 

But here, at Canadian Forces 
Base Greenwood in Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Annapolis Valley, we be¬ 
came politically and socially 
aware together, shared new 
musical interests, developed 
our first romantic relation¬ 


ships, grew long hair to the 
annoyance of our parents and 
teachers, and wore faded jeans 
and platform shoes. 

Some espoused hippie 
ideals and some smoked pot, 
and to varying degrees we al¬ 
most all challenged authority 
in our own ways. 

A few developed a passion 
for cars and motorcycles that 


endures today. 

We hung out at the lo¬ 
cal community centre and 
as awkward teens, attended 
one or more of three local 
high schools, cross-pollinating 
growth and life experiences. 

After school, some stayed 
and built their lives in the 
Valley; others left to eventu¬ 
ally settle across Canada, the 


United States and around the 
world. Some enlisted. 

And here in the summer of 
2012, almost 400 CFB Green¬ 
wood “alumni” were gathered 
again, at a reunion dubbed 
Greenwoodstoclc, looking into 
the eyes of people most hadn’t 
seen, and in many cases whose 
names we hadn’t heard, in 
four decades. 


Long stoiy short, Green- 
woodstoclc was a big success 
for all concerned. Old friend¬ 
ships were renewed and new 
ones made, long forgotten 
memories were vividly rekin¬ 
dled and plans were floated 
to do it all again, maybe next 
year, maybe in five years; at 
this age, no one wants to wait 
another 40.

Young love 
rekindled 

For myself, Greenwood- 
stock closed several in¬ 
complete circles, revived 
feelings and emotions not 
felt for years, rebuilt a 
few bridges I had thought 
burned and awoke a muse 
that had been dormant 
for decades. 

And peripherally, 
on an automotive note, 
it reintroduced me to 
a nameplate I’d first 
encountered soon after 
leaving Greenwood and 
striking out on my own: 
the compact Ford Fiesta. 

In 1976, with my own 
car broken and a need 
to be somewhere else, I 
rented a first-generation 
Fiesta Mark 1 to get me 
there. 

The model was then 
new to North America, 
imported from Ford of 
Europe, where small cars 
had already been the 
norm for decades. 

In an age of domes¬ 
tic “compacts” bearing 
names like Dart, Pinto 
and Vega, the spunky 
little Fiesta — pos¬ 
sessed of an eager spirit, 
lightweight construction, 
lively acceleration and 
adroit handling — was 
a revelation as to what a 
small car could be. 

In short, the front- 
wheel-drive, three-door 
hatchback was fun to 
drive, a quality its compe¬ 
tition singularly lacked. 

Like those who mar¬ 
velled at Woodstock as 
kids, and who 40 years 
later gathered again 
for Greenwoodstoclc as 
adults, the youthful Fiesta 
exemplifies the axiom 
that things just get better 
with age.

Dude, where’s my car? 


Many people are probably too embar¬ 
rassed to admit it, but losing a vehicle is 
easy to do when parked in a large, busy 
lot. That problem is histoiy with one of 
the tracking systems from The Auto-Find¬ 
er. Each unit consists of an in-car beacon 
and a battery-powered remote finder. Just 
press to activate the system up to a dis¬ 
tance of half a mile. A visual and audible 
sound emanating from the beacon lets 
you know precisely where your vehicle 
is parked. The basic kit sells for $80 US, 
while the deluxe version that comes with 
its own custom travel case costs $120

Europe’s economy is in sham¬ 
bles. Consequently, car demand 
in Europe this year is forecast to 
be less than 12.5 million units 
— the second lowest level in

This is how Fiat and Chiysler 
CEO Sergio Marchionne framed 
the situation, during an indus¬ 
try conference held this week in 
conjunction with the Paris auto 
show: “The European car mar¬ 
ket is a disaster.

The show gets underway 
Thursday, but some “advance” 
images of some of the debu¬ 
tantes are already in circulation. 

The most important 

of which is the Jaguar F-Type, 
the English automaker’s long

Tech. Get ready 
for cars that listen, 
talk and act like a 
smartphone 


Don’t expect to converse with 
your car quite like David Has- 
selhoff and KITT did in the ’80s 
TV classic Knight Rider, but 
voice recognition is one of the 
big looming trends in the auto¬ 
mobile industry. 

For years already, some 
drivers who seek out the latest 
and greatest in technology 
have been talking to their cars 
when they want to listen to 
music, turn up the air condi¬ 
tioner or get directions. 

No need to look away from 
the road or blindly reach for a 
knob or button, just speak a 
command aloud and the car 
obeys. 

Voice recognition and 
other high-tech features are 
expected to become far more 
mainstream in the months and 
years ahead, as automakers 
race to outdo each other and 
tap into consumer demand for 
an app-inspired, always-con¬ 
nected lifestyle on the road. 

CD players have been re¬ 
placed by hard drives that 
can store tens of thousands of 
MP3s, or drivers can connect 
a smartphone and use its data 
connection to stream music 
via the Internet. Dedicated 
GPS navigation systems are 
being phased out in favour of 
multi-function digital panels 
that look like a smartphone or 
tablet homescreen, populated 
with a long list of apps. 

“Automakers are frying to 
replicate that smartphone/ 
touchscreen experience that 
people are used to and like,” 
says industry analyst and con¬ 
sultant Doug Newcomb. 

“Car buyers really want 
this, that’s why automakers 
are doing it, technology really 
helps them sell cars.” 


Perhaps there was no clear¬ 
er sign that companies are 
serious about competing to 
develop the coolest, most ad¬ 
vanced in-car technology than 
an Apple announcement in 
June. The tech giant revealed 
it’s working with nine auto¬ 
makers to integrate its popular 
voice-recognition tool Siri into 
vehicles. 

Meanwhile, BMW and Hon¬ 
da are among the car manufac¬ 
turers that are releasing new 
in-car technology in Canada 
this fall. 

And at the forefront of the 
trend has been Ford, one of the 
more aggressive companies in 


delivering in-car voice technol¬ 
ogy to the mass market with 
its Sync product, which has 
already been around for about 
five years. 

With Sync, drivers can 
press a button on the steering 
wheel and voice their desire 
to place a phone call, control 
the stereo, make their vehicle 
warmer or cooler, or get direc¬ 
tions. Ford claims the system 
recognizes 10,000 different 
commands — although there’s 
no master list available to con¬ 
sumers so that’s difficult to 
verify. 

“Our world is changing,” 
Bill Ford, Ford’s chairman, said 


at a recent press event in Dear¬ 
born, Mich. 

“We’ve got over four mil¬ 
lion vehicles with Sync on the 
road today and what’s cool is 
we have an open platform, 
so developers are developing 
apps for Sync. And we love 
that, that’s why we did it.” 

Among those apps avail¬ 
able for Sync in the U.S. are the 
audio streaming services Pan¬ 
dora, MOG and Slacker Radio, 
a program to listen to tweets 
posted to Twitter, and another 
that gives allergy sufferers an 
update on pollen levels in the 
local area. 

Critics, however, have 


noted that Sync’s ability to 
understand strings of spoken 
words is nowhere near as ro¬ 
bust as Siri’s. Drivers must 
learn how to speak to the Sync 
system, which often doesn’t 
respond to natural speech 
and instead needs to hear a se¬ 
quence of spoken commands 
to complete a task. 

If your wording is a little 
off, you’ll be prompted to try 
again. And don’t even think 
of asking jokey questions like 
you can with Siri. 

“It’s getting better but it’s 
still not there, it’s still all over 
the map,” says Newcomb. 

“They’re still in that learn¬ 


ing phase, a growing pains 
phase.” 

The market leader in voice 
technology is Nuance Com¬ 
munications, which powers 
Ford’s Sync. Gary Clayton, 
chief creative officer for 
Nuance, says the technology 
is constantly evolving and be¬ 
coming more intelligent. 

As of now, most voice rec¬ 
ognition systems need to be 
prompted before they’ll listen 
for user commands. But even¬ 
tually, the technology will al¬ 
ways be listening and will be 
able to recognize and distin¬ 
guish between different voices.

Check the Yaris’s coolant 
level, and double-check for 
signs of coolant leaks be¬ 
cause numerous owners have 
reported premature water- 
pump failure that results in a 
leak. Double-check for prop¬ 
er operation of the air con¬ 
ditioner (if equipped), and 
check for any signs of mois¬ 
ture on the front carpeting. 

Check the paint for signs 
of chipping, scratches or 
rust. 



What owners like 


O Toyota’s reputation, 
fuel-efficiency, flex¬ 
ibility and a high 
degree of utility and man¬ 
euverability are raved about 
by Yaris owners. Handling 
dynamics, relatively speak¬ 
ing, are also highly rated. 


What owners dislike 


O Some owners wish for 
a heavier, more stable 
and ‘safer’ driving 
feel. Further, appreciation for 
the Yaris’s centre-mounted 
instrument cluster is mixed 
at best. 


The verdict 


Most of Yaris’s known issues 
are fairly minor and easy to 
spot. A mechanical thumbs- 
up from a Toyota dealer is a 
good start towards owning 
a compact car with above- 
average levels of reliability.

Check the battery 

If it is four years old or older, 
have it checked at a service sta¬ 
tion to make sure it will start in 
bitter temperatures. 

Check the fluids 

Top up power-steering, brake 
and transmission fluid; oil; and 
antifreeze/coolant. (Antifreeze/ 
coolant should be flushed and 
refilled every two years or 
50,000 kilometres.) Replace 
your windshield fluid with 
one specially formulated to cut 
through ice and snow. 

Consider winter weight oil 

Consult your owner’s manual 
to see if a winter weight oil is 
recommended for cold months, 
and remember to change your 
oil every 5,000 kilometres. 


Check the function of your 
heater, defroster, lights and 
windshield wipers 

Replace your wiper blades 
every six months, and consid¬ 
er the added power of winter 
blades. 

Change to snow tires 

Traction is essential when you 
are driving on snow and ice. 
Winter tires offer traction, 
peace of mind and — often — a 
discount on your car insurance 
premium. 


Repair cracks or dings in your 
windshield 

Freezing temperatures can turn 
small nicks into gaping cracks 
that destroy your windshield. 
Have them repaired before it’s 
too late. 

Be well-equipped 

Keep these items in your 
vehicle in case of emergency: 
snow brush/ice scraper, booster 
cables, flashlight, first-aid kit, 
blanket, extra clothes, bottled 
water, snacks and necessary 
medications, news Canada

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Focus groups: Automakers are listening

When automakers say they 
listen to consumers, in many 
cases, they literally do. like 
other manufacturers of con¬ 
sumer goods, car companies 
use focus groups throughout 
the various stages of develop¬ 
ment. 

“It’s actually a group of 
people, typically six to 12, and 
it’s a social conversation,” says 
JoAnn Heck, director of con¬ 
sumer and market insights for 
Chrysler. 

“The group is managed by a 
professional moderator to keep 
the conversation going, making 
sure they’re drawing informa¬ 
tion from each participant and 
achieving the objectives the 
company wants.” 

There are different ways to 
find participants, depending on 
the study objectives. In some 


cases, they’re Chrysler’s cus¬ 
tomers. 

In others, contact informa¬ 
tion comes from data research 
companies, online surveys, or 
even blogs. 

“If we want to talk to them 
about their experience with 


Chrysler, we’ll go to those 
owners, and we have their con¬ 
tact information through their 
purchase,” Heck sways. 

“If we want to know about 
a vehicle segment, we’ll more 
often talk to those who bought 
from competitors. Sometimes 


we even deal with people who 
don’t own a car, talking about 
their future intentions.” 

While quantitative data is 
obtained by such methods as 
multiple-choice questions or 
evaluations, focus groups are 
more about feelings. 


“You don’t just listen to the 
words,” Heck says. “You watch 
them, listen for contradictions, 
or even tensions that come 
up when people try to explain 
things. We have the hard data 
about what people might think 
about a vehicle, while the focus

groups give us the richness be¬ 
hind it, why they like or dislike 
something, and their emotions 
about the vehicle.” 

Depending on the level of 
research, those in the focus 
group may be shown the en¬ 
tire vehicle, or just parts of it. 
In some cases, they may even 
see something unrelated to the 
car, to stimulate conversation. 

The research is used for 
everything from the vehicle’s 
styling and usability, to how it 
should be advertised. 

People of similar ages and 
lifestyles are usually grouped 
together, but the company 
only uses three or four groups 
of each. “After that, you’ll get 
a lot of repetition,” Heck says. 

“You’re looking for 
themes: not what one individ¬ 
ual says, but what a number 
of people say.”

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The GM Volt: 
How low will 
electric car go? 


Incentives. General 
Motors discounts car, 
but how long can they 
afford to lose money 
on the vehicle? 


General Motors rolled out the 
Chevrolet Volt two years ago 
with lofty sales goals and the 
promise of a new technology 
that someday would help end 
America’s dependence on oil. 

So it seemed like a good 
thing in August when sales of 
the $40,000 car set a monthly 
record of 2,800. But a closer 
look shows that things aren’t 
what they seem for the cutting- 
edge car. 

Sales rose mostly because of 
discounts of almost $10,000, or 
25 per cent of the Volt’s sticker 
price, according to figures from 
TrueCar.com, an auto pricing 
website. Other pricing services 
gave similar numbers, and deal¬ 
ers confirmed that steeply dis¬ 
counted Volts are selling better 
than a few months ago. 

GM’s discounts on the Volt 
are more than four times the 
industiy’s per-vehicle average, 
according to TrueCar estimates. 
Edmunds.com and J.D. Power 
and Associates say they’re 
about three times the average. 
Discounts include low-interest 
financing, cash discounts to 
buyers, sales bonuses to deal¬ 
ers, and subsidized leases.

to embrace electric cars. But the 
Volt’s August sales show they’re 
willing to buy if prices are low 
enough. Even so, electrics have 
a long way to go before they en¬ 
ter the mainstream and make 
money for car companies. Elec¬ 
trics and gas-electric hybrids 
account for just 3.5 per cent of 
U.S. auto sales this year. GM is 
losing thousands of dollars on 
every Volt, raising the question 
of how long it can keep eating 
the steep losses. 

For the foreseeable future, 
carmakers will have to cut 
prices to move electric vehicles 
off dealer lots. The nonpartisan 
Congressional Budget Office 
says the cost of electric cars 
must drop to be competitive 
with gasoline-powered ones. 

GM executives have con¬ 
ceded from the start that they 
were losing money on the Volt, 
and that was before the big dis¬ 
counts. 

GM spokesman Jim Cain 
says most of the Volt discounts 
come in the form of lease deals, 
which account for about two- 
thirds of sales. In some mar¬ 
kets, Volts can be leased for 
$249 per month with $2,400

No spark at the start 


The Volt, a four-seat compact, 
was rolled out in a few states 
in December 2010 with a 
starting price of $ 41 , 000 . 


• GM had high hopes. The 

car’s features stacked up well 
against the Nissan Leaf, a 
pure electric car that debuted 
about the same time and is 
the Volt's closest competitor. 


• But the timing of the launch 
was poor. The pricey car hit 
showrooms when many buy¬ 
ers were reeling from the bad 
economy and turned off by 
the government's $50 billion 
bailout of GM. 


• "Let's face it, over $ 40,000 
is asking a lot for a compact 
car.” So said Bob Lutz, a retired 
GM vice chairman who led the 
development of the Volt. 


• Moving the needle. Early 
this year, GM started offering 
many more discounts, which 
soared to $10,000 per car in 
August. The Volt is now the 
top-selling electric car in the 
U.S. — 7,400 ahead of the 
Prius Plug-in. 


• Aiming for the mainstream. 

While the Volt isn’t helping 
GM’s bottom line, it's not in 
danger of being cancelled 
anytime soon. 


Leaner and greener: Toyota boosts lineup 


Toyota Motor Corp. has 
plans for 21 new hybrids in 
the next three years, a new 
electric car later this year 
and a fuel cell vehicle by 
2015 in response to grow¬ 
ing demand for fuel efficient 
and environmentally friend¬ 
ly driving. 

Toyota said Monday it 
will offer an electric com¬ 
pact called eQ, based on its 
iQ, model, in Japan and the 
U.S. in December, though 
the number of the vehicles 
made will be extremely lim¬ 
ited — about 100 for special 
fleet use, according to the 
company. 

The car, which will be 
called the iQ, EV in the U.S, 
is pricey at 3.6 million yen 
($45,000 US) and has a lim¬ 
ited cruise range of 100 kilo¬ 
metres. 

In the U.S., an electric 
version of the Rav-4 sport 
utility model, which Toyota

worked on with U.S. electric goes on sale this month, 
vehicle maker Tesla Motors, The fuel cell vehicle, 


which runs on hydrogen to 
produce electricity, will be 
offered from 2015. Details 
for that model were not re¬ 
leased. 

Takeshi Uchiyamada, the 
executive overseeing tech¬ 
nology and new model de¬ 
velopment at Toyota, said 
the long-term potential for 
fuel cells was great, com¬ 
pared to electric cars, be¬ 
cause of greater cruise range 
and shorter charging time. 
He said tens of thousands of 
fuel cell vehicles are likely to 
get sold in the 2020s. 

A good compromise at 
the moment is the plug-in 
hybrid, which works as an 
electric vehicle until the bat¬ 
tery runs down, and then 
switches to its hybrid mo¬ 
tor, so there’s less chance of 
being stranded than with a 
standard electric car. Toyota 
has sold 15,600 of its plug¬ 
in vehicle since launching it 


earlier this year. 

Uchiyamada said the posi¬ 
tive reception for new tech¬ 
nology, such as the hybrid, 
surprised Toyota, underlin¬ 
ing the deep interest the 
public has in reducing emis¬ 
sions and protecting the en¬ 
vironment. 

Although annual hybrid 
sales were tiny when the 
Prius first went on sale in 
1997, such sales have grown 
to more than one million a 
year worldwide, compris¬ 
ing 10 per cent of Toyota’s 
global sales. 

In Japan, where green 
subsidies have been a big 
plus in recent years, hybrids 
make up nearly half Toyota’s 
sales, Uchiyamada, the en¬ 
gineer known as “the father 
of the Prius,” said.
